CHAPTER 200.

AN ACT for the protection of game in 8t. Croix county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in

senate and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecTioN 1.  No person shall cateh, kill, or otherwise Uriawral to
destroy any grouse, prairie hen or chicken, partridge, Hhai mtan
ruffed grouse or quail, within the territory of St. Croix periods.
county, except between the first day of October and
the fifteenth day of November in each and every year,
under a penalty of ten dollars for each grouse, prairie
hen or chicken, partridge or ruffed grouse or quail,
caught, killed or otherwise destroyed, or had in posses-
sion, or otherwige exposed for sa{e, within the limits
of said county.

SEcTiON 2. All penalties imposed by the provis- Recovery ot
ions of this act may be recovered, with costs of action, Peeaities
and paid over in the manner prescribed by chapter three
bundred and twenty-nine of the general laws of the
state of Wisconsin for the year 1874
